At the time of ray appoint meat as Director of Central 
Intelligence and later by letter of 16 January 1962, the President 
directed that I maintain, with the Heads of the Departments and 
Agencies concerned, a continuing review of the programs and 
activities of all Departments and Agencies engaged in foreign 
intelligence activities. 


The purpose of this directive was to ensure proper 
coordination of all elements of toe Intelligence Community and to 
provide effective guidance to them in toe interest of ensuring 
efficiency and completeness of cove rags with a minimum of waste 
and duplication. To date I have discharged these responsibilities 
personally, working directly with you or your representatives on 
the United States Intelligence Board. 


I now feel that to carry on this work more effectively a 
email staff reporting directly to me is necessary. Therefore I am 
appointing Mr. John A. Broas as my Deputy for National Intelligence 
Programs Evaluation and have directed him to organise toe neces- 
sary staff. He will be responsible for the review sued evaluation of 
programs of toe Intelligence Community as e whole. He will repre- 
sent me in my capacity as Director of Central Intelligence as con- 


trasted with my responsibility as Director of the Central Intelligence 
Agency.
